John L. Lewis* name liguxed prominently 
in K convcraation between Secretair or Labor 
l^bln and the senate labor conmUtMe tlir- 
other day. This was quite natural, ror the 
administration substitute for the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. which Mr. Tobln was trying to leU. 
U7S something abtfut national cmergenclca 
created by atrlkea. And that InevlUbly brlnKs 
Ur. Lewis to mind. 

Mr. Lewis didn't Invent the Idea o! threat- 
ening to paralyte the nation In order to get 
what union labor wants from tl* employers. 
But he brought It to full flower. Until Mr. 
• Lewis got to feeling tiis oaLs, the Interven- 
tion of the President and the force ol public 
opinion were usually enough to halt such a 
strike until agreement was reached. But It 
' took stronger measures to turn Mr. Lewis 
from bis apparent wlUlognesi to let raUroadi 
halt, factories shut down and houses grow 
cold untU his dcnunds were met. 

That Is why congress gave the President a 
power of injunction In the Taft-Hartley law. 
Mr. Truman used it against threatened

worlcers as well as against the mlnen' union 
and Its president. But It seems safe to say 
that it there had been no John L. Lewis there 
would have been no injunctive power in the 
Taft-Hartley Uw.

Answering quesUons which 
pertained directly to Mi. Lewu. he said public 

' opinion would enforci the 30-aay cooling off 
period and force & settlement In that time. 
Bl also detcoded th^ sborUr period by say* 
ing that "dohditlona are different now" than 
they were during the wartime and early post- 
war coal strikes, "for you have a DO to 100 
days' coal supply above ground." 

W« cant imagine much stronger erpres- 
slon of public opinion than that which greet- 
ed Mr. L«wls during the shutdowns thai Sec- 
retary Tobln referred to. Nor can we Imagine 
Ihat Mr. l^wu has changed so much that he 
would now bow to public opinion aft«r he 
bad defied both the people and the President 
In the midst of a war for national existence. 
■Mr. Tobln's aecond point suggests a new
